1 Claims 1-11, 16-26, 29-31, and 33-36 are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a broadband ellipsometer the particular all-refractive focusing optical system 
comprising three lenses including two convex calcium fluoride lenses disposed on opposing 
sides of a concave fused silica lens, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 1- 
11, 16-17. 

As to claim 19, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a broadband ellipsometer the particular all-refractive focusing optical system 
including three lenses that include two convex calcium fluoride lenses disposed on opposing 
sides of a concave fused silica lens, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 19- 
26, 29-31. 

As to claim 33, the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious in a broadband ellipsometer the particular all-refractive focusing optical system 
including two convex calcium fluoride lenses disposed on opposing sides of a concave fused 
silica lens, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claims 33-36.
